DRUNKEN MOTORISTS. 


IMPRISONMENT OR FINE?—~> 
JUSTICE’S STATEMENT. 

Mr. Cussen, Senior Justice, in the Dublin 
District Court yesterday, made an important 
statement in respect to persons charged with 
being drunk while driving motor cars and , 
motor bicycles. Imprisonment, he said, 
would appear to be the appropriate panish- 
ment for the offence. The danger caused by 
drunken motorists was appalling, and ‘the 
public were entitled to protection against 
such a danger. 

He had said repeatedly that, in his view, 
the maximum . fine, which was only 40s. 
(unless there was also a charge of driving 
to the danger of the public), was not a suffi- 
cient. deterrent. He-had, however, conferred 
with his colleague, Mr, Collins, with whom 
he was in complete agreement on .this 
matter, and both considered it right to state 
that cases might occar—indeed, had oc- 
curred—where imprisonment would cause 
such grave harm to the defendarit as to 
render the punishment too severe; that was, 
loss. of employment or loss of pension.

THE LAND BILL. 

The annual report stated that among many 
matters of professional interest to the 
members in the year under review was the 
introduction by the Free State Government 
of the Land Bill (No, 2), 1926, which was 
carefully. considered, and amendments drawn 
up and submitted by’ a deputation to the 
Land Commission, ‘ Subsequently a further 
amendment was drafted relating to agents’ 
remuneration under Section 40 of the Land 
Act of 1925, securing the AD of this 
remuneration to the personal representatives 
of the agent in the event of his death before 
the allocation’ of the purchase money. This 
amendment was accepted by the Minister for 
Agriculture, who inserted it in the new Land 


Bill. 
INCOME TAX. 

The difficulties arising in connection with 
income “tax “stiff “constitutes” much work on 
behalf of members by the committee. This 
subject imeluded the new~ provision as to 
double income tax, and also the vexed ques- 
tion of the Inland Revenue deducting in 
certain cases income tax from compensation 
grants due to owners of estates, calculated on 
second and third years’ compound arrears, 
which have never been collected nor received 
by the said owners. The committee is in- 
debted to a member of the Dail who took 
much trouble in interviewing the Inland 
Revenue and the Minister for Agriculture, 
and the matter is still under consideration. 

RENT RESTRICTIONS BILL. 

The Rent Restrictions Bill, which became 
an Act in June, 1926, was also exhaustively 
considered by a sub-committee, and, in con- 
ference with the Irish House Owners’ Protec- 
tion Association, had amendments drafted, 
some of which were accepted and inserted in 
the new Act. These amendments tended to 
improve the Act in the interests of all persons 
concerned. i 

The Chairman (Mr. D. R. O’Brien), in 
moving the adoption of the report, stated that 
the Committee had had a very busy year, 
and he believed had accomplished a good deal 
in the interests of members. Their finances 
were satisfactory. 

Mr. Harry Franks seconded the adoption of 
the report, which was passed unanimously. 
Mr. R. H. RF. Stewart was elected Chairman 
and Mr. W. Power-Steele Vice-Chairman for 
the ensuing year.

Accused of conspiring with ex-Sergeant 
Reidy to defraud traders in Dundalk, and of 
obtaining wines and whiskey from Messrs, 
Kinahan and Co. and Messrs. Russell and Co. 
by false pretences, Denis Herlihy, a sergeant 
in the Civic Guard, was found guilty in the 
case Of Messrs. Russell and put back for 
sentence. 
A “ORY” CANTEEN, 

. Mr. Carrigan, K.C., for the State, present- 
ing the case to the jury, said that Herlihy 
was a sergeant in the Civic Guard, and was 
stationed in Goresbridge, Co, Kilkenny, when 
he was arrested. In 1925 he was a sergeant 
in the adjutant’s office in the Dépét, and he 
and Sergeant Reidy planned to obtain wines 
and whiskey from traders in Dundalk, Reidy 
being stationed in the town at the time and 
an inspector of weights and measures. 
wines and whiskey were duly obtained from 
Messrs. Kinahan and Messrs. Russell, and 
were delivered at the marred quazters ir the 
Dépót, the carrier's consignment form being 
signed by Herlihy’s wife.

Herlihy , for payment of the 
had not been pai Hetlihy replied, “in a 
lofty tone,’’ that he had placed the matter 
before his authorities; that he was not re- 
sponsible for transactions between Mr. Russell 
and Hedy, een Reidy, ‘‘ who is now wanted 
by the authorities for false pretences,” and 
that he had no connection with the Dépót 
canteen, which had been “ dry ” for over two 
years.

TWO DEALS, 

Peter Brady, secretary to Messrs. Kinahan 
and Co., Dundalk, gave evidence that Reidy 
ordered five gallons of whiskey, value for 
£19 10s., in August, 1925, and promised to 
pay for it by instalments, but he had not 
done so. When he made the promise he was 
under open arrest. 

Mr. William Russell stated that Reidy 
asked him would he supply whiskey and wines 
to the canteen in the Dapat. He (Mr. Russell) 
agreed, and three dozen bottles of whiskey 
and one dozen of wine were forwarded sub- 
sequently to “Sergeant Reidy, c/o Sergeant 
Denis Herlihy, Married Quarters, Phoenix 
Park Barracks, Dublin.” The cost of the 
liquor was about £27, and the account was 
sent to Herlihy several times. 

Christopher Brunton, carrier, deposed to 
delivering the wine and whiskey at the 
Dépot and getting a receipt from Mrs. 


Herlihy. 

PUBLICAN’'S CHEQUES, 
Patrick Moore, publican (Moore and 
Sammon), Fleet street, told the jury that he 
knew Reidy, and that about the Íoh August, 
1925, Reidy and Herlihy, whom he did not 
know, went into his shop. Reidy said that 
they had some ‘‘ stuff.’ leit, over, after a 
Garda hall ‘at Drogheda and asked him to 
buy it. The ‘‘ stuff” was a keg of whiskey, 
and he beught it for £15, making the cheque 
payable to Herlihy on Reidy’s suggestion, 
Some time afterwards Reidy and Herlihy 
again called at the shop and said that they 
had more “stuff” for sale which had 
been left over after A dance” in 
the Dépét—three dozen bottles of 
whiskey and a dozen bottles of wine. 
He bought the liquor for £21 10s. The two 
cheques were made out in Herlihy’s name, 
and both were cashed. 
That neither Reidy nor Herlihy was in 
charge of a canteen, as there was no canteen 
in the Depét in 1925 was the evidence of? 
Superintendent Duffy. 

HAWKING THE WHISKEY, 
Herlihy was examined. by his counsel, Mr. 
Joseph Healy, who was instructed by Messrs. 
Gerald Byrne and Company. Herlihy stated 
that he had been ten years in the Royal 
[rish Constabulary, and that when he joined 
the Civic Guards he and Reidy became good 
friends. Reidy did him a good turn on one 
occasion, and when he asked him (Herlihy) to 
help him to sell the wine and whiskey—as he 
was in financial difficulties—he agreed. They 
put the keg of whiskey in a dray and 
attemptd to sell it to three publicans, but 
failed on each occasion. Finally, Moone 
bought it, and he also bought the case of 
wine and whiskey. He (Herlihy) got the 
cheques, as Reidy owed him £7. He stopped 
the £7. and handed the remainder of the 
money to Reidy.

ACTION FOR FREIGHT AND

FORMATION OF A RESERVE.

“A Class of Special Constabulary had 
practically disappeared. Some of this class 
of constabulary was still engaged on Customs 
duty, but these were paid by the Imperial 
authorities. A few men were also emvloyed 
at Sprucefield, but they would disappear by 
degrees as the stores were disposed of. With 
regard to the Force an alteration would be 
observed in the condition of service in many 
cases. Some of the “B' Constabulary

Mr. Dowdall then moved the insertion «f 
a new section, to the effect that a club, in 
its corporate capacity, shall be liable to 
prosecution for any breach of the Registra- 
tion of Clubs (Ireland) Act, 1904, and a 
District Justice may impose a fire, leviahle 
by distress, or by an order of the Justice 
closing the club until such fine had been 
paid. He said that he knew of one club in 
Cork whose profits from drink ran into three 
figures. 

Mr. O'Higgins agreed to bring the matter 
up in an amendment of his own at a later 
stage of the bill. 

Mr. O’Rourke’s amendment, raling that 
provision merchants should not be deprived of 
existing wine licences, was defeated. 

Mr. Douglas moved an amendment to the 
effect that children under 14 years of age 


should net. be permitted to enter any licensed 
premises. 

Mr. O'Higgins pointed ont that in Ireland 
80 per cent. of the public-houses carried on 
some other business, and asked was it desir- 
able that children should be prevented from 
going on a message to such places 

The amendment was withdrawn. 

The bill passed the Committee stage.

Mr. Grant (Unionist) strongly repudiated 
the statement that the “B” Specials were 
no use. Thev were a credit to Northern Ire- 
land. Members ‘of the side of the House, who 
carried out their Parliamentary duties in the 
troubled times. knew the value of. the 
Specials, but other people were then hiding 
in their holes. 

CALL FOR DISBANOMENT. 

Mr. Devlin said that there was a universal 
desire in Great Britain, the Free State, and 
Northern Ireland for economy. He did not 
believe in the cheap economy of cutting down 
salaries and wages, but economies 
could he effected in the big ser: 
vices, Jt was monstrous that they should be 
burthened with nearly a million pounds for a 
police force for a small area with a popula- 
tion a little bigger than that of Glasgow. He 
objected to policemen who were not police- 
men at all. The Special Constabulary were 
created, he added, not to maintain order, but 
to provoke disorder. They were created to 
back up the revolutionaries who were to fight. 
not against Ireland, but against England. If 
the Boverninent wanted to pension their 
political friends they should do it out of the 
Unionist funds, and not out out of taxation. 

Who were the Government afraid of that 
they had to maintain this force? It cannot 
be the Nationalists, for we who have extered 
this House never believed in fightiúg. It 
cannot be the Southern Government, who 
have declared that any unity can only come 
through mutual agreement. It must only he 
the Independents, he added, amid laughter. 

A SCENE. 

Mrs. hichester (Unionist) said that she 
thought that the Opposition made a great 
mistake in treating the House t6 cheap sneers 
and jibes at the force which had protected 
Ulster. By doing so the Opposition were 
rousing feelings and memories which it would 
be better not to arouse for the sake of peace. 

I can well understand, she said, the atti- 
tude of the first member for West Belfast 
(Mr. McMullan, Labour) who spoke, because 
when he first came into this House he showed 
himself as the supporter of a man who was 
wanted by this very force for a long time in 
connection with a murder in my part of 
the country. and who was unable to remain 
in the country.

LOANS GUARANTEE BILL. 

The Minister of Finance (Mr. Pollock) 
moved the second reading of the Loans 
Guaranteed Bill, which proposed to raise the 
limit of loans guarantee from £9,000,000 to 
£10,600,000. Orders were recently given for 
five large ships which would give a large 
amount of varied labour. Three of these had 
either been started or were about to be, 
and in regard to the other two they had an 
undertaking that the work would begin upon 
them at, an early date. The Government had 
guaranteed in connection with this large order 
a total of £1,500,000. 

This order was separate and distinct from a 
previous large contract in connection with 
which the Loan Guarantee was £1,200,000 
upon a total expenditure of £3,000,000. With 
these orders they could look forward with 
confidence to a prosperous three years in 
connection with the great shipbuilding yards 
in Belfast. 

The second reading was passed. 


TRADE UNION BILL. 

On the motion for the adjournment, Mr. 
Kyle raised the question of the Trade Union 
Bill, and asked for further information regard: 
ing the intention of the Government to intro- 
duce a bill similar to that introduced in Eng- 
land. He referred to the conflict between the 
atatements on the subject made by the Prime 
Minister and by Lord Charlemont in the 
Senate, and said that if the latter had decided 
that he was the Government they in that 
House would have something to sav. If such 
a measure were introduced in that House 
they would vote against it in every wav 
possible, and would not recognise if if it 
were passed, A more scandalous piece of 
clase war mongering had never been 
attempted.

The report of the Free State Fishery 
Conference contains some interesting and 
important recommendations. In his pre- 
liminary letter to the Chairman, the 
Minister for Fisheries asked for “definite 
recommendations as to the best means of 
putting the sea-fishing industry of the 
Free State on an economic and self-sup- 
porting basis.” The Conference was faced 
with a formidable task. It found that 
the sea-fishing industry, which in 1919 was

They will not solve the 
problem of the Irish fisheries, but they 
ought to do a great deal 4o improve the 
lot of the fisherman. As the Government 
is discovering in the case of electrical 
current, the creation of a demand is not 
an easy business. An “eat more fish 
campaign in the Free State might bring 
good results, especially if. the Ministry 
should ensure the proper treatment of fish 
from the time when they are caught until 
they reach the consumer's hands; but it is 
essential that the fishermen’s plight shall 
be remedied before any real progress can 


be made. 
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The Ametrican Floods. 
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Ireland is a little place, where “ world 
events ” do not happen and nobody can 
hope to reap wealth bes ond the dreams of 
avarice, Yet there are times when an 
Irishman, like the country mouse, may 
congratulate himself upon “ his hollow 
tree, his crust of bread and liberty.’’ Our 
situation in the most solid part of the 
most solid continent, and the small scale 
of our geography, at least, 
against natural disasters of the terrific 
kind. Earthquakes are virtually unknown 
to us; our occasional floods are more un- 
comfortable than calamitous; our climate 
is so equable that a ‘* big wind ” of nearly 
4 century ago remains a conspicuous date 
in Irish history. So we can imagine with 
dificulty the horrors of a volcanic erup- 
tion in Japan or the vast extent and 
wreckage of the present floods in the 
United States. At this moment an area 
half the size of Ireland is under water as 
the result of floods in the Mississippi 
Valley. The death-roll is estimated at not 
less than three hundred; one hundred 
thousand people are homeless, and twice 
that rumber need the instant care of the 
American Red Cross. With a length of 
three thousand miles, the Mississippi—an 
Indian name, which means “ Father of 
Waters ’’—drains more than two-fifths of 
the total area of the United States before 
it flows into the Gulf of Mexico at New 
Orleans. _ Big cities lie along its banks, 
and an immense traffic is carried on its 
waters: Mark Twain started in life as a 
Mississippi pilot. The river forms the 
boundary between the States of Minnesota, 
Iowa, Missouri, Arkansas and Louisiana 
on the right, and Wisconsin, Illinois, 
Kentucky, Tennessee and Mississippi on 
the left. For the most part these States 
are low-lying, and their rich expanses, 
thickly populated, bloom with cotton and 
other crops. Floods are an annual affair 
on the Mississippi, since the mélting of 
the ice in the upper basin swells the lower 
current between March and June; and, 
as a protection, ‘‘levees’’ (embank- 
ments), built largely by the United States 
Government, extend: for more than two 
thousand miles of the river’s length. The 
present floods, however, are the worst in 
living memory, and the embankments are 
offering a poor defence. To-day eight 
million acres, including one-half of 
Arkansas, are submerged; in four other 
States the waste of waters is dotted with 
partly inundated cities and towns. The 
plight of the refugees, most of whom are 
tenant farmers, is truly wretched. They 
have lost everything, and many of their 
holdings may prove to be irrecoverable. 
Moreover, the worst, it seems, is yet to 
come. Thirty million other acres lie in 
the pathway of the flood, which within a 
few days will have reached New Orleans, 
taking reinforcements on its way from 
tributary rivers. New Orleans is built 
upon a swamp in a valley of market 
gardens, and its population of 400,000 is 
at the mercy of the approaching flood. Its 
last hope of escape lies in the destruction 
by dynamite of a main embankment; and 
this course, which would save the city at 
the cost of 100,000 acres of rich farm- 
land, has received the consent of the 
Federal Government. The economic loss 
from the floods will be incalculable; in 
the State of Mississippi alone a cotton 
crop valued at £12,000,000 has been 
ruined. Here, perhaps, we may detect 
Nature’s ironic comment on the policy 
which deliberately has stinted the release 
of cotton in order that its price may be 
maintained in the markets of the world.

New Plays. 


Every now and then it is discovered that 
British drama is in the doldrums. As a 
rule, the blame for its bad state is laid 
on London theatre-managers. These, it 
is said, have displayed either culpable 
carelessness or crass stupidity in their 
failure to recognise potential successes 
among the plays submitted to them. 
Instead, they persist in drawing on 
supplies from foreign’ countries. The 
number of American pieces in London 
theatres at present has roused Mr. Edgar 
Wallace to urge afresh, as he says, the 
cause of budding Cartons and Pineros. 
‘‘ These buds will never flower whilst stage 
financiers are concentrating upon import- 
ing wholesale the successes of America and 
France, and occupying the stages which 
should be filled by English dramatists.”’ 
Mr. Wallace suggests the application of 
something’ like the quota system that is 
now prescribed for films. He does not 
indicate how it could be adapted to the 
group of West End theatres, which alone 
are concerned. Mr. Wallace, it is to be 
remarked, affords an illustration of 
another tendency on the part of persons 
who control the production of new plays: 
they accept plays readily from authors 
who once have made a success. It is not 
long since Mr. Wallace had his first 
success in the theatre, and now he has four 
or five plays already running or in pre- 
paration. Mr. Noel Coward, having 
become a fashionable dramatist, has been 
forced to rummage among his carly 
attempts at play-writing in order te 
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appease demands for more of bis work. 
No system artificially imposed will alter 
so natural a tendency. With theatre rents 
and costs of production what they now are 
in London, managers must take special 
éafe fo see some promise of success in 
their ventures. In manuscripts submitted 
by unknown authors they see no such 
promise. Mr. Wallace retorts by saying 
that they would recognise it if play-read- 
ing were not a lost art. Hope for the 
emergence of good work by new dramatists 
seems to rest with the repertory theatres ; 
and these, as we in Ireland cannot forget, 
have drawn much of their inspiration 
from the example of the Abbey Theatre. 
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Fashion and Hair. 


“Fair tresses. man’s imperial race 
insnare,”’ wrote Alexander Pope. Tresses 
are not how the vogue, and baffled poets 
scarcely could weave, even in metaphor, a 
garland of fair Helen’s hair. The shingle 
at the moment is supreme. Its reign is 
not, however, unchallenged. Murmurs 
come from Paris and London, a growing 
clamour, prophesying the return, at no 
remote date, of the ‘‘crowning glory.’’ 
It would be presumptuous, as well as vain, 
to attempt, ever so slightly, to influence 
the tide of fashion. The head of a well- 
known firm of hairdressers in Paris, with 
a rashness not to be imitated by the mere 
spectator, gives the shingle two years more 
at most, Soon, he says, it will be im- 
possible to have cotffures shorter, and then 
the inevitable process of ebb and flow in 
matters of fashion will hasten the chance. 
““The reign of the shingle,’’ says. Hair- 
dressing Illustrated, has been a brilliant 
one, but “in Paris, fashions 
born, the chignon is now quite. a habit. 
The coming London season will reflect the 
definite change. The opposite school of 
thought argues, with much force, that the 
increasing participation of women in 
political life and in all forms of 
athletics, including even the conquest of 
the air, makes ridiculously improbable the 
hope that long hair ever can be popular 
again. Leaving aside the question of con- 
venience, the enthusiasts for the shingle 
boldly affirm its superior attractiveness. 
The idea of beauty is relative, and, if the 
muse of poetry is comparatively uninspir- 
ing nowadays, the fault is not with the 
autocrats of fashion. Perhaps, if Milton, 
who sang of “‘ tresses like the morn,’’ were 
living at this hour, be might find some not 
less beautiful imagery, evan for a wearer 
of the prosaic '' bob.”’

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THE ENTERTAINMENT TAX,

EFFECT OF BLEACHING 
CHARGES. 


At a meeting of the Committee on In- 
dustry and Trade, held at the New Public 
Offices, Great George street, Westminster, 
London, 8.W., yesterday, with Sir Arthur 
Balfour in the chair, evidence was given 
by representatives of the Irish Linen 
Merchants’ Association, in regard to the 
effect of bleaching charges on the Irish 
linen industry. 
The witnesses said :— 
1—That the Irish linen manufacturers 
had done everything in their power to re- 
duce production costs, while the bleachers’ 
*“combine’’ had maintained an appa- 
rently disproportionate high rate of 
charges for bleaching and finishing, as 
shown by the following figures, based on 
prices ruling in June, 1914, compared 
with those ruling in January, 1927 :— 
Manufacturers’ cost of brown cloth in 
June, 1914, 100 per cent. ; January, 1927, 
170 per cent.—increase,. 70 per cent. 
Bleachers’ charges in June, 1914, 100 per 
cent.; January, 1927, 300 per cent.—in- 
crease, 200 per cent. 

2—That the present high rate of charges 
for bleaching and finishing, compared 
with the cost of brown cloth, was largely 
responsible for.the inability of the Irish 
linen manufacturer to meet foreign com- 
petition, and, therefore, one of the chief 
contributory causes of the continued de- 
pression and unemployment in the Irish 
linen trade. 

5—That, according to the percentage 
increases in cost of coal and chemicals 
shown by comparison of pre-war prices 
with those obtaining during January, 
1927, the prevailing charges for bleaching 
and finishing were not justifiable, on the 
ground of bleachers’ raw materials costs. 

4—That, compared with the current 
rates charged by home. bleachers, Con- 
tinental bleachers were charging approxi- 
mately one-half. 

5—That if the bleaching section of the 
trade were doing their utmost to get down 
to an economic basis, the Irish linen trade 
would be in better shape to retrieve its 
pre-eminence in the world's market for 
linens.

NUMBER OF FISHERMEN. 

The final report discloses that in 1995 the 
number of men and boys engaged in the 
fishing industry in the Free State was 14.500. 
of ‘these. ó, were whole time and 10.900 
part time. Of the number returned as whole. 
time workers, not more than 1,000 to 1.200 
could fairly be described as professional fisher- 
men in the sense in which that description 
was used in England and Scotland. 

On this basis of comparison Scotland has 
19,200 professional fishermen out of a total 
of 27,200. This is an important consideration, 
because it is only the professional! fishermen 
and their sons who can really be counted 
upon as the source from which any great. de- 
velopment of deep sea fishing can be imme- 
diately expected. 

The Conference noted with concern that 110 
motor hoats were out of commission. Of 
these about 40 were surrendered to the De- 
partment, by fishermen unable to meet the 
instalments on loans advanced for the pur- 
chase of the vessels. The rest were out of 
commission either for lack of fishing gear or 
by reason of defective hulls or engines, call- 
ing for outlay which the owners could not

150,000 PEOPLE 
HOMELESS. 


RIVER BANK TO 
BE BLOWN UP. 
BAB SES. 
FARMERS ARMING TO 
SAVE THEIR LANDs. 
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‘* Tas Times’’ CORREsSPONDENT. 


NEW YORK, Wednesday. 

Governor Simpson, of Louisiana, with 
the consent of the War. Department; has 
ordered the breaking of the Mississippi 
River embankment at Poydras, . fifteen 
miles below New Orleans. Ten thousand 
trappers and small farmers have been 
notified to leave the surrounding country 
before noon on Friday, when an opening, 
2,000 feet wide, will be made with 
dynamite. 

The urgent necessity of the step is shown 
by the fact that the river at New Orleans 
is now within six inches of the top of the 
protecting embankment, though the crest 
of the flood will not arrive there until 
about May 10th. 

In 1922, in a similar situation, the levee 
at Poydras gave way, and the river level 
dropped two feet in 36 hours. At least 
as much gain over the flood must be made 
by means of the new cut, or New Orleans 


will be flooded. 
ARMED CIVILIANS AND POLIUDE. 


The majority of the inhabitants of St. 
Bernard Parish, in which Poydras is 
situated, and the neighbouring Plaque 
Mine Parish, are bitterly objecting to the 
engineers’ plan, which will probably sub- 
merge about 100,000 acres. A hundred of 
them are patrolling the levee with rifles 
to prevent the carrying out of the plan, 
and their threat to blow up the embank- 
ment at New Orleans has caused the city 
authorities to set sixty policemen with 
riot guns and a number of militiamen. to 
guard every foot of it. 

For the trappers the inundation of the 
parish will mean two or three lost years; 
for it will probably drown most of the 
fur-bearing animals in the locality, whence 
came most of the furs which make 
Louisiana the principal fur-producing 
State oí the Union. The loss to farmers 
will not be so great, because they will. be 
able to plant new crops in two months. 

New Orleans merchants and the 
Louisiana authorities are raising a fund 
of 2,000,000 dollars (£400,000) to recom- 
pense the trappers and farmers who, how- 
ever, refuse to accept the assurance given 
to them. 


INUNDATION INCREASING. 


While the crest of the flood moves down 
the Mississippi at a rate of a mile an 
hour, and is still at Helena, Arkansas, 
considerably above Vicksburg, the flood 
waters which escaped above Greensville 
are joining with the backwaters of the 
Yazoo River, and are extending the sub- 
merged area in Mississippi. They have 
already reached Holling Fork, forty miles 
above Greensville, and the Adjutant- 
General of the State has advised the 
evacuation of all territory south and west 
of Greensville as far as the hills. 

Meanwhile, in Central Arkansas and 
South-Western Illinois, new river risings 
have increased the area of inundation. 
Nevertheless, when Mr. Hoover, Secretary 
of Commerce, arrived in New Orleans to- 
day after an inspection trip down the 
Mississippi, he said that he believed the 
crisis to be over, though he. might have 
to revise this judgment. The dead, he 
thought, would not greatly exceed 200 
and the homeless 150,000. The present 
great problem was the rehabilitation of 
the homeless persons in their former 
habitations. 


MAROONED MEN AND WOMEN. 


That there are still other pressing 
problems, however, is evident from the 
fact that Mr. Henry Baker, who is direct- 
ing operations for the Red Cross, tele- 
graphed to the Navy Department last 
night to order 100 coastguard vessels to 
proceed at full speed to Memphis and 
other designated points to aid in saving 
thousands of marooned men, women and 
children. At the same time he asked 
the. War Department. for twelve wireless 
sets for maintaining’ communications 
between the field forces and headquarters. 

Seaplanes. and aeroplanes are daily dis- 
covering scores of persons whose plight has 
hitherto been unknown because of the lack 
of communications. —All the Mid-Western 
Army Supply Dépéts have been emptied 
for flood victims. 


FORTY TOWNS UNDER WATER. 
From levures’s CORRESPONDENT. 
MEMPHIS, Wednesday. 
Nearly forty towns within a radius of a 
hundred miles are reported under water, 
while the plight of scores of thousands of 
refugees is becoming hourly more serious. 
The raging flood waters are battering 
against the walls of their homes or the 
levees (embankments) which protect their 
farms, and are creeping up the knolls and 
high ground, upon which many thousands 
have taken refuge. Piteous calls for 
boats, food and clothing are being re- 
ceived with increasing urgency by the Red 
Cross, which is using every effort to 
alleviate the distress. 
Almost hourly new groups of refugees 
are being found by relief workers as they 
traverse the desolate wastes of water in 
steamers,‘ motor-boats and, occasionally, 
even in aeroplanes. Some of these hope- 
less victims of the floods have been for 
days without food. 
No new breaks in the “ levees’ were 
reported overnight, but the flood waters 
released by previous breaks are spreading 
further and further afield, and inundating 
fresh areas, driving additional] thousands 
of farmers and labourers from their 
homes. The roads are jammed with 
plodding groups of refugees, recalling the 
early war scenes in France and Belgium.

No official information has been received 
in -Dublin) that President Coolidge has 
revised his original plan, which was that 
Mr. Sterling would have the title of 
Minister Plenipotentiary to the Irish Free 
State, and the same status that Mr. 
Smiddy has in Washington. 

In any case, Mr. Sterling will not 
occupy the Chief Secretary’s Lodge, which, 
as it is well known, is to be the residence 
of future Governors-General of the Free 
State. 

It is understood, however, that Mr. 
Sterling will take up his residence, for a 
short period at any rate, in tne Under- 
Secretary s Lodge in Phenix Park.

Mr. Sterling will probably take up his 
duties in Dublin in July. 
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GOVERNMENT COMMITTEE 
OF INQUIRY. 


In Dail Eireann yesterday Mr. 8. Burke, 
Minister for Local Government, announced 
that a Committee had been appointed to 
inquire into the laws governing road 
traffic. 

He said:—By arrangement with the 
Minister for Justice and with the sanction 
of the Minister for Finance a Committee, 
consisting of representatives of the De- 
partments of Justice, Industry and Com- 
merce, and Local Government and Public 
Healtb, has been set up “to inquire and 
report as to whether, and, if so, how far, 
the existing law relating to the control 
and regulation of road traffic in all its 
aspects requires modifications, more 
especially in view of the growth in the 
use of the various kinds of 
vehicles.”’

DUBLIN’S BRIDGE 
PROBLEM. 
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THE DAIL COMMITTEE 
PRESENTS ITS REPORT. 


The Special Committee of the Dail 
appointed early last month by the Execu- 
tive Council to report upon the proposal 
of the Dublin Port and Docks Board to 
‘rebuild Butt Bridge and widen Tara street 
have forwarded their report to President 
Cosgrave. It is expected that the result 
of the Committee’s findings will be the 
abandonment of the private bill promoted 
by the Port and Docks Board, and passed 
on its second reading stage by the Senate. 
Tt is understood that the Committee’s 
report calls for the provision of a ‘*trans- 
porter” bridge to connect the junction. of 
Guild street and North Wal] with Sir John 
Rogerson’s quay at the northern end of 
Cardiff's lane. Subject to this proviso, 
the Committee are not opposed to a modi- 
fied scheme for the reconstruction of Rutt 
Bridge. 

Owing to their terms of reference, the 
Dail Committee have not made definite 
recommendations either as to the central 
highway and Metal Bridge reconstruction 
proposals, or with reference to the pro- 
posal to utilise the disused Customs House 
Dock as an underground motor “park. 
The Committee, however, make favour- 
able reference in their report to both of 
these projects. 

It will not be a matter for surprise if 
the Committee’s report leads to the early 
appointment of a body with terms of 
reference embracing the whole bridge and 
traffic problems as they bear upon wider 
town-planning considerations in Dublin.

NEW CHAMPIONSHIP 
“ RECORD.” 


REECE’S REMARKABLE 
SUCCESS”

. Feece's teriure of the pendulum billiards 
stroke monopoly and of the “' record”’ 
break in championship match play bas 
been brief. Davis, the most brilliant of 
the younger players, who is contesting the 
final match of the professional billiards 
championship with Newman at Orme’s 
Hall, Manchester, obtained the pendulum 
cannon position during the afternoon 
session yesterday, and im little more than 
a hour’s play had scored 1,401 points, thus 
breaking Reece’s championship “' record ”’ 
of 1,151, and Newman’s “ record ” break 
of 1,370. 

So rapidly did Davis score that in half- 
an-hour he had made 501 points. He 
seemed to have no difficulty in keeping the 
balls together till the interval was reached, 
by which time he had made an unfinished 
break of 2,239. The interval” scores

COMPANIES BILL.

In reviewing editorially the Companies 
Bill now before the House of Lords, the 
object of which is to give effect to the 
more important recommendations of the 
Company Law Amendment Committee, 
The. Times vemarks:—The bill is a 
voluminous document, comprising 103 
clauses. Dealing, as they do, with highly 
technical matters, it is desirable that they 
should reeeive the closest possible scrutiny 
before they are allowed to become law. 
Here and there are signs of loose drafting. 
For instance, a great deal of public atten- 
tion has been directed to the practice of 
share-hawking, although it is not a wide- 
spread practice in this country. It ob- 
tained notoriety because of certain 
disgraceful episodes, the “work of 
foreigners. It is obviously a very difficult 
matter to control, and the Committee felt 
that the only practical remedy waz to 
make share-hawking from house to house 
unlawful, subject to a heavy fine, and 
punishable on a second offence by im- 
prisonment. 

The bill, however, goes much farther. It 
not only prohibits house-to-house offering 
of shares, but also makes it unlawful by 
oral solicitation of any kind or in any 
place to invite or endeavour to induce any 
member of the public to subscribe for or 
purchase shares. Would it be illegal 
under this clause to be overheard in Throg- 
morton street advising an acquaintance 
to buy certain shares? It would appear 
that in this case the draftsman in an 
effart to stop all loopholes has succeeded 
ing making an offence of any oral solicita- 
fion in any place, public or private, for 
the purpose of persuading the investing 
public to buy securities. In future written 
offers of securities, a nuisance from which 
householders suffer much nowadars, are to 
furnish a certain minimum of informa- 
tion. 
Important proposals are included for 
strengthening the law relating to 
prospectuses. There has been some criti- 
cism of the bill on the ground that it does 
not go far enough. There are certain 
notable omissions, but in spite of them the 
bill is a well-meant attempt to strengthen 
the protection of the fnvestor, who, it is 
important to recognise, is the ultimate 
source sunply for the joint stock 
system. It deserves impartial and sym- 
pathetic consideration.

MARCH A BOOM MONTH.

WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 

In its monthly report the Federa] Re- 
serve Board savs that industrial ‘activity, 
after increasing steadily for three months, 
increased further in March, during which 
the output of bituminous» coal, crude 
petroleum, ingot steel, and the mill con- 
sumption of cotton, were larger than in 
any other month. 

Since the beginning of the miners’ 
strike, however, on April Ist, steel mill 
operations and bituminous coal production 
fell off, while the consumption of silk and 
wool and the output of rubber tyres in- 
creased.

ITALIAN MASON DEPORTED

ROME, Wednesday. 

With the arrest and immediate deporta- 
tion for five years of Domizio Torrigiaht, 
the former Grand Master of Italy's Grand 
Orient Lodge of Masons, the first step 
against the persons involved in the pre- 
paration of the attempt against the Duce’s 
life on November 4, 1925, has been taken. 

Torrigiani was arrested following the 
conviction of Zaniboni and Capello as 
accomplices in the attempted murder. A 
special commission, charged with the ex- 
amination of deportation cases, made a 
decision to deport Torrigiani after a short 
conference. 

Where Torrigiani has been transferred 
is not known, but it is expected that owing 
to the seriousness of tlie case he will be 
taken to one of the islands in the Tyrr- 
henian Sea.

TAX REMISSION PROBLEMS. 


The debate on the. Budget was resumed 
yesterday in the Dail. : 

Mr. P. Baxter, (Farmers’ Party) said 
that the Minister for. Finance would -re- 
quire almost one million pounds to enable 
the remission of a shilling in the income 
tax to be continued. AE 
He thought that the Goverument had 


}done more than they were able to do in 


face of the present expenditure. So faras 
he could see 1t would be absolutely impos- 
sible to give the remission next year unless 
they made reductions of well over a 
million pounds. Notwithstanding the 
courage of the Minister the full signifi- 
cance of his attitude was not thoroughly 
understood. The other taxpayers would 
have to be considered. 


GRINDING POVERTY. 


He could net see the prosperity: that the 
Minister had talked about. Instead of 
prosperity ‘there was _ heart-grinding 
poverty in the country. It reached its 
worst .stage within the last twelve or 
eightéen months. The productivity of the 
country had been low for a number of 
years. There were many causes for that, 
one of which was emigration. 

No section of the people had experienced 
a greater lowering of its standard of liv- 
ing than those living on the land. Those 
who were at school before the war and 
were now grown men and women were find- 
ing it difficult to accept a lower standard 
of living, and were leaving the country in 
the hope that in another land they would 
find the standard which they enjoyed for 
a few years at home. That, undoubtedly, 
had an effect on the productivity of the 
country as a whole, had reduced the 
amount of land under tillage and the 
quantity and quality of the country’s pro- 
ducts.

He welcomed the Minister's proposal] to 
set up a committee to inquire into the 
cost of the administration, but it did not 
go far enough.

Mr. Good said that he joined in the 
chorus of congratulations to the Minister 
on his Budget. He was satisfied that. the 
Minister had devoted the sum at his dis- 
posal to the purpose that would be most 
useful to the country. It was not, how- 
ever, a matter for congratulation that the 
inequitable and unfair Corporation tax 
had heen allowed to remain. The Minister 
admitted that that tax, in its present 
form, should not be continued per- 
manentlr. 

He did not agree with Deputy Johnson 
that the Budget had done nothing for un- 
employment. The only panacea fíor 
unemployment was the provision of em- 
ployment. With the reduction of the 
income tax they could look forward to the 
possible inflow of capital for the develop- 
ment of industry and a redaction of the 
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amount of unemployment. No Govern- 
ment could supply a remedy for unemploy- 
ment. The best it could do would be to 
create an atmosphere for the provision ol 
employment. 

CAPITAL AND LABOUR.

GEDDES COMMITTEE. 

Referring to the Committee to be set up 
with a view to the reduction of public ex- 
penditure, the Minister said that the people 
who had asked for the establishment of a 
Geddes Committee were people who took up 
the position that the Government and the 
civil servants were dishonest and improper, 
and that certain business super-men shoul 
form the Committee. Others said that they 
had no confidence in the Civil Service or the 
Government, and said that the people of ‘the 
country thought that they were thoroughly 
dishonest and corrupt. That was the point 
of view of practically everybody, and it 
was the view of Deputy Good. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Good—I dissent altogether from that. 

The Minister—If it is not, 1 do not know 
what it is, 

Continuing, he said that the Government 
did not see any use in the circumstances that 
existed for the setting up of a Geddes Com- 
mittee. There might be circumstances in 
which an outside committee of the type of 
the Geddes Committee might be of some use, 
but those circumstances did not exist.

EFFICIENCY. 

The Minister, replying to the point raised 
by Deputy Johnson, said that it was very 
dificult to yet what was commonly called 
business efficiency in Government expendi- 
ture. There were certain sorts of activities 
which a Government could carry on better 
than the individual, but, for other types, 
a Government had not the suppleness and 
quickness of administration necessary. He 
certainly was not anxious for the taking on of 
new activities by the Government. The 
search after greater efficiency and the elimi- 
nation of waste would certainly be hindered 
by any such néw activities. What they 
proposed at the present time was simply 
continue in a w e systematic and con- 
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been doing. 
A COSTLY CHANGE. 

The Minister next discussed the sugges:

He believed that the income tax system, 
which was inherited, was suitable to a lig 
industrial. country, but not to the Free 
State: that it could be simplified, and ought 
to be changed, The simple fact was that 
had not in the income tax de 
partment a sufficient number of staff to 
make the change. In the beginning they 
made every eftort to induce experienced Irish- 
inen to transter to their tax department. 
They did not succeed, and actually had to 
cet a loan of English officials to help them 
at the stert. Their own men whom they 
nad put in training were only now beginning 
to be ready tu be commissioned, and, besides 
they had lost some experienced men attracted 
by outside empioyment, such as in the bank 
services. At present they could not spare 
men for the investigation work, which was 
calculated to bring in anything up to a 
quarter of a million pounds. It was intended 
that at the earliest possible moment con- 
sideration must be given to the simplification 
of the income tax system to suit the needs of 
the country, so that the incidence of the tax 
mav serve to encourage production. 

OLD AGE PENSIONS. 

Mr. Lyons asked whether the Minister 
could give any hope of the restoration of the 
shilling taken off the old age pensoners. 

Mr. Blythe—If there is an improvement :n 
the economic conditions of thé country andJ 
an improvement in the yield of taxation.

Mr. W. Hewat said that no one could 
dissociate from an industry what the industry 
could afford to pay..

NO NTRACTORS. 

Mr. Johnson moved the insertion of a new 
section, namely, ' A member of the Board 
who is concerned in any bargain or contract 
entered into with the Board, or participates 
in the profit of any such bargain or contract 
or any work done under the authority of the 
Board, shall be disqualified for and be deemed 
te have vacated his office as such member.” 

He said that the amendment was an ex- 
tension of the principle of the section that a 
person before becoming a member of the 
Board shail sell or dispose of any shares 
he might. have in any electrical undertaking. 
and should not afterwards become a purchaser 
or holder of any such shares. 

Mr. MeGilligan said that the amendment 
was directly contrary to the provisions, of 
a section already passed. It was also so 
widely drafted that a member of the Board 
would be disqualified if he entered into a 
contract with the Board for the supply of 
electricity to his own house. 

Mr. Johnson, withdrawing the amendinent, 
said that he merely wanted to ensure that a 
member of the Board could not also be a 
member of a concern making contracts for 
profit with the Board. 

The Minister wndertook at a later stage to 
amend the Bill to meet Deputy Johnson's 
amendment. 

DER TAG. 

Mr. Johnson moved an amendment to Sec- 
tion 20, to fix December 31st, 1939, instead of 
December 3lst, 1952, as the date from which 
the revenue from thé sale of electrical power 
shall be sufficient to cover all expenses, in- 
cluding capital charges. He said that the 
period set out in the bill was too short to 
ensure that the consumption would be great 
enough to enable the Board to meet expendi- 
ture by revenne. The principle behind the 
amendment was the development of the use 
of electricity by the cheapening of the cost 
the consumer. 

It was their duty to give facilities to the 
Board to extend in every possible way the 
consumption.of current and the Mapa 
of the power. He wanted to give the Boar 
such power as would enable them for a 
period of, say, ten years to make contracts, 
That would enable them to look upon the pos- 
sible rapid development of the distribution 
system into the smaller towns, and to give 
those smaller towns the wring supply pos- 
sible. He wanted electricity brought into the 
commonest possible: use, and he thought that 
it should be possible for the Board to begin 
developing the distribution at the earliest pos- 
sible date, and’ to be able to place contracts. 
Mr. McGilligan said that it would be better 
to have the period enlarged later on when 
the final cost of the Shannon scheme would 


to 


be known—that would be about one year 
from now, He had based his figures on 


| 1952, and he did not think that it would be 


wise to change the date. If he himself 
had brought forward such an amendment, it 
would be said in the Dublin morning news- 
papers, in big headlines, that the cat was out 
of the bag, and that it was admitted that 
the scheme would not pay. There was no such 
admission. 

Acceptance of the amendment would be 
simply saying to the Board that there was 
no need to make the scheme pay until 1939. 
Another fact that had to be considered was, 
that if they extended the period to 1959, 
further financial provisions would have to be 
made for loss oh wotking. The present pro. 
visions only allowed for such loss to 1952. 

“A BUSINESS POINT OF VIEW.” 

It had been put to him by people who 
helieved in the success of the scheme that it 
was not a good policy merely to aim at 
racuring a sale of 110,000,090 units at .B of a 
penny in 1952, but that by reducing that .8 
of a penny they could possibly get a sale of 
150.000,000 units by extending the period. 
That was a business point of view that had 
get considerable weight, and he would be 
rather disposed to make some change, but the 
change could not be met by Deputy Johreon a 
amendment. , 

The logical implication of the amendment 
would be the provision of more money; but, 
he asked. was it wise to change the date 
uow He saw no reason now to ask for 
further moneys for the Shannon Works. That 
being so, if there was no doubt on the other 
side of the consumption. increasing from 75 
or 80 million units in 1929 to 110 million units 
in 1932, were they right in deciding that the 
Board ehould not undea tut to meet its out- 
goings in 1932 by revenue ? Would it not be 
better to leave it until 1929, when the final 
fignre had been determined, and when they 
would see what the consumption would be 
at the date of ‘the opening of the whole 
Shannon Works ? 

Mr. Hewat said that it would be much 
betier to leave the Bill as it stood, so far as 
that section was concerned. 


SOCIAL SERVICE. 

Mr. Johuson eaid that they ought to make 
it possible tor the Board to do good 
business ; but it owas even more 
important td provide a good eocial service. 
Rathmines, Pembroke, Dublin City and 
urban places were paying double what they 
would pay for the consumption of electricity, 
provided they looked upon it as a social 
service rather than a money proposition. He 
thought that it would be worth the State’s 
while to bear a considerable portion of the 
capital charges on the distribution side, 


secure a minimum rate of wages for persons, 


which would be heavier than those on the 
production side, with a view to subsidising 
the consumption of electric power. They 
should give the Board a right of making 
extended contracts, for ten years, say, so 
that those using power would have a definite 
encouragement to change their plant. 

Professor Thrift said that the proper time 
to extend the period would be when the 
Board had been at work for some time, say, 
in 1929 or 1930. He agreed with Deputy 
Johnson that, in order to secure rapid suc- 
cess, they should do everything possible to 
increase the demand for electricity. 

The Minister, replying, said that no change 
of any importance had been made in the 
scheme without it being referred to and 
sanctioned by the experts. It had yet to be 
shown that the estimates of the scheme would 
be exceeded. The deepening of the Shannon 
had been found to be unnecessary from the 
point of view of the provision of power, 
The additional moneys were moneys not for 
the generation side, but for the distribution 
side. 

The amendment was withdrawn. 

Major Cooper moved an amendment, the 
effect of which was to make it certain that 
the Dail would receive the balance sheet, 
the profit and loss account, and the revenue 
and capital account of the scheme. 

The Minister accepted the amendment, 
which was incorporated in the bill. 

The House accepted an official amendment 

roviding that every regulation made by the 
Board under Section 33 shall be laid before 
each House of the Oireachtas, and if, within 
twenty-one days,.a resolution be passed b 
either House annulling such regulation, bs 
regulation shall be annulled accordingly, ' 

COMPENSATION. 

Major Myles moved an amendment to add 
as a new subsection to Section 34, '' any 
person who, on the 1st March, , Was 
selling electricity: or supplying electricity 
for sale, shall be entitled tu continue until 
an order is made by the Board determining 
his right so to do. In the event of such 
an order being made, the person whose right 
is so determined shal] be entitled to compen- 
sation for any loss incurred by him by the 
making of such order. The amount of 
"such compensation shall be fixed by an arbi- 
‘trator.”’ 

He said that it was intended to get from 
the Minister the reason why he had not 
kept his ise to bring in an amendment 
dealing with the question of compensation to 
non-statu undertakings. 

Mr McGilligan said that in-two/ of his 
su t amendments, it was proposed that 
no non-statutory undertaking could be wiped 
out, except by agreement. If no such 
agreement could be “reached, the  un- 
authorised undertaking must get a permit 
from the Board to continue to supply. The 
Board then conld use its compulsory powers

GROUPS IN POLITICS. 

TO THE BPDITOR OF TILE IRISH TIMES, 

Sir,—Many recent speeches and articles in 
Ireland express the belief that the adoption 
of single-member areas for electing members 
of the Dail would be sufficient to establish 
parliamentary government in Ireland on the 
old English model, with two parties only, 
one in power- and the other in opposition. 
This view, although, no doubt, flattering to 
English parliamentary institutions, ignores 
present-day political facts. The two-party 
system in England lasted only so long as 
political conditions tended to produce a two- 
party system. This system has broken down. 
and there are now at least three parties. In 
France and Germany the conditions necessary 
for a two-party system have never existed. 
Public opinion in those countries is divided 
into many groups, and these groups grew 
up under the single-member system. 

The origin of political groups is to be 
found in the political, the economic, and 
sometimes the religious, history of a country. 
To-day the complex issues of modern life 
are giving rise all over the world to similar 
problems in parliamentary government. There 
is hardly any country in which it is certain 
that, after a general election, some one party 
will have a majority of seats in Parliament 
over all others. 

One of the latest examples comes from 
the State of Victoria. It has an Assembly 
of 65 members, elected in single-member 
constituencies. The result of the general 
election held this mouth was as follows :—

There are six parties, no one of which has 
a clear majority in the Assembly. Thus, 
the chief problem of democratic government 
to-day—government in the presence of three 
Cr more parties, no one of which has a 
majority in Parlhament—is neither solved 
nor prevented from arising by the use of 
single-member constituencies. 

The single-member system, whilst making 
no gi, ór" to the solution of this 
problem, has other characteristics which are 
far from being advantageous. It would 
intensify personal antagonisms in many 
constituencies; it would make possible con. 
centrated attacks upon leaders, and drive 
good men from political life; it makes a 
general election a gamble instead of a serious 
consultation of the people. There is only 
one: sound constitutional approach to the 
problems of parliamentary government—-a

DOLES OR SOUND CREDIT? 


We have had opportunity. within the last 
few days of discussing with men in the West 
of Ireland, who realise it, the gravity of the 
agricultural situation amongst the smallest 
and poorest farmers, and we have come to 
at least one eonclusion upon it, which we 
venture to put beforé those of our readers who 
can exercise the influences wielded by educa- 
tion or by the accidental advantage of their 
social positioa o: by the possession of some 
degree of local‘ leadership. We suggest that 
recent distress carries with it a consequence 
scarcely less grave than the material losses 
and ills which it inflicts on its victims if the 
form of the cure does not go beyond the 
needs of the moment, but is bent only on 
immediate reliefs, leaving the sufierers open 
to the recurrence of the malady. We fear 
this may be happening in Ireland to-day, as 
it has often. happened -before. Indeed, we 
would feel sure of it were it not that we 
look with cantious. confidence (cautious be. 
cause we realise the danger of anticipating 
legislation “not as yet finally formulated) to- 
wards the Government’s contemplated policy 
in regard to co-operation. The present out- 
look in some of the worst agricultural areas 
is so serious that even a hand-to-mouth 
policy, aiming at speedy relief and heedless 
of future reactions, must seem to most on- 
lookers. better than none. But our own view 
is that no attempt by way of doles, grants, 
or even “‘loans,”’ if the latter ‘are only 
donbtfully repayable, is of any value in face 
of the. great problem with which the small 
farmers of the South. and West are faced. 


The Repayment of Loans. 


Now we have heard that in some districts 
the view. is entertained by some of the bor- 
rowers themselves that loans for restocking 
farms may safely be placed ‘‘ on the long 
inger.”. We have no doubt, indeed, that 
this .is an. exceptional view, and, moreover, 
that those who follow where ‘it beckons, will 
find: it.ends in a cul de sac, Our point, there- 
fore; is not that the taxpayers’ money is in 
any. sérious...danger... The Government, we 
are convinced, will: see-to that. Our point is 


— — 


that the existence of such a belief is likely to 


undermine agricultural credit generally, or 
would do so if the temporary measures with 
which the Government met the losses due to 
fluke, etc., were not followed up by a well 
considered scheme of permanent agricultural 
credit. .Even.as things stand, indeed, we 
think the recent maladies which afflicted 
farming went near to bringing about condi- 
tions in which the material wounds to the 
industry were in danger of being staunched 
with strious losses to the patient's chances of 
ultimate recovéry. The utilisation of ¢o-opera- 
tive credit for making good. these losses. has 
converted what. would otherwise have been a 
mere policy, _of' doles—we mean loans to 
farmers of doubtful, solvency-——into a policy 
at least potentially sound, But something 
more was and is needed. That ‘‘ some- 
thing” must be supplied by the people 
themselves. The Government must 
point “the way; the farmers’ societies 
and their, parent body, the 1.4.0.8S.; must 
set them on that way; but only the individual 
farmer ean traverse it. and, by means of 
keeping to it. reach the prosperity he is 
trying to attain to. We may summarise a 
situation of which we have made some study 
thus: The Government's policy, as so far put 
into operation, has resulted in lending about 
£75,000 for the purchase of cattle. etc. ‘That 
was an essential, though in itself merely a 
remedial, measure. “It has led. further, to at 
least the preliminary acquaintance, amongst 
thousands of Munster and Connaught farmers, 
with a system which works amongst millions 
of persons, and in many millions of loans 
throughout Germany, Italy, Austria, the 
Balkans, Japan. .But the problem of to-day 
is whether the measures with which the Go- 
vernment is abont to transform co-operative 
eredit, from being mainly a potentiality into 
an active potency will, in the first instance,

loan or the agreed portion of it on the due 
date. We assume that, the Credit Corporation 
once formed, money will be available only for 
such societies as are prompt in honouring 
their bond, and such individual as are known 
to do the. same. Reputation for integrity, 
punctuality of payment, and the difficult, but 
necessary, qualities which make a farmer 

sound” in his neighbour's eyes is the first 
step to prepare the way for the success of the 
new schemes. 


Borrowing to Make. 


There is, however, another way in which 
credit societies and the individuals compos- 
ing them can make good; that is, by ‘seeing 
that all loans given or to be given by the 
existing societies are for economic purposes 
only, What may be an economic purpose in 
one parish will not necessarily be so in another, 
This month’s economic purpose might 
have been uneconomic twelve months ago. 
Loans for purchasing cattle, sheep or pigs 
are only sound in certain states of the market. 
Loans for seeds and manures may be profit- 
able.a hundredfold. But which seeds, what 
manures? This is the point at which the in- 
telligence of the farmer, as well as his ‘char- 
acter, must be brought to bear on his own 
credit problems, and at which it can be checked 
by a wise, friendly committee of his neigh- 
bours deciding amongst themselves in his 


interests and in those of the common venture | 
based, as it is, on.

FOOT-AND-MOUTH 
DISEASE RESEARCH. 
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WHERE THE VIRUS SURVIVES. | 


| Society in the fostering ana encouragement o 


According to the second Progress Report o 
the Foot-and-Mouth Disease Committee, -e 
cently issued, the knowledge of the virus of 
foot-and-mouth disease has been extended in 
many important directions. This report 
details the work of the Committee in their 
further attempts to propagate the virus of 
foot-and-mouth disease outside the bodies of 
animals—attempts which have largely failed 
—and in their search for more information as 
to its nature. These efforts are preliminary 
to further attempts at isolation of the virus, 
and. of the discovery of means to ¢ombat it 
without the loss of beasts and farming capital 
that are at present invariably occasioned by 
outbreaks. ; 

It appears that the Committee have ex- 
plored the susceptibility of various small 
animals which might contribute to the spread 
of the disease. ‘They have defined some of the 


conditions under which the virsus may survive 


upon inanimate objects, fodder and carcases. 
They have determined the susceptibility of 
the virus to thé application of | various 
chemical substances, et i also the strencth in 
which these substances may suitably be em- 
ployed as disinfectants under various. cond). 
tions. Lastly, their observations on natural 
and acquired immunity to the disease suggest 
possibilities for the ultimate protection of farm 
animais, which are at least encouraging, and 
which are being pursued, 

Among the points determined by the Com- 
mittee which are of immediate practical in- 
terest is the survival of the virus in | lood 
‘or bone marrow of carcases of animals slaugh- 
tered in the early stages of. foot-and-mouth 
disease and kept under conditions ' which 
closely imitate the conditions of the import 


trade. There is no doubt remaining that the 
occasional outbreaks in this country’ among 


pigs which had been fed on kitchen. refuse 
originating from hotels and similar e:tab- 
lishments arose from imported carcases. In 
view of the results of experiments carried out 
by the Committee with infected wv!sod rd 
‘bone marrow, the British Ministry. of Agricul- 
ture recently issued an Order requiring the 


boiling of such animal foodstuffs before «hese 


are brought into contact with or fed to 
animals. This Order is obviously of import- 
ance to. pig-keepers and stock-owners, and 
the Ministry desires to call special attention 
to it as one of the chief measures to he 
taken at the present time in the ,prevention 
of further outbreaks of. foot-and-:nouth 
disease. |

INCUBATOR v. BROODY HENS. 


Is it worth while for the farmer only going 
in for poultry on a comparatively small scale 
to invest in an incubator, or should we trust 
to broody hens alone? Doubtless, the

Broody hens are plentiful now, 
many farmers do most’ of their hatching in | 
April and May, but pullets hatched now will |

Birds hatched in March mature more 
guickly, and not only should the pullets lay 
when eggs are dear, but the cockerels, if 
separated, and made ready for market as soon 
as possible, will fetch a better price than 
later in the summer, when supplies are more 


plentiful. 


There is nothing very difficult abéut arti- 
‘ficial hatching. Follow the instructions given 
with whatever make of incubator you buy. 
If you make a mistake or two do not despair ; 
the chicks may hatch out all right. 

With our last lot the lamp went out, and 
eggs were nearly cold: when discovered, but 


also of importance to remember that under 
the new system portions of the farm required 
for crazing under the old method can be shut 
off for hay, thus increasing the productive 
capacity of the land.

In herve & renéwal of the lease of the 
Morris estate the Corporation had done a 
very foolish thing for the city, especially as 
the lessees were prepared to spend £3,000 on 
the property if the tease had been granted. 

Mr. Joseph Spencer, coal merchant, stated 
that the Corporation had refused his offer of 
£140 a year for the tenancy of a vacant 
portion of the Market House, and he knew 
that a similar offer by Murphy Bros, was 
also turned down. These were good sources 
of revenue to the Corporation. 


THE EFFECT OF HIGH RATES. 

Mr. A. Ji Phelan, grain exporter, said that. 
he was a fairly large ratepayer, and had 
premises at the quay and in O’Connell street. 
He believed that these very high rates have, 
and will continue to have, a very deleterious 
effect on trade, and that business men would 
have great difficulty in meeting the high rates. 

To Mr. Lennon (for the Corporation 
officials)-Anyone passing along the streets 
could see that the volume of business was 
now very much less than in 1914; there was 
nv compatison. He heard Waterford mer- 
chants say that they were doing well during 
the war.

The previous rate for about two years was 
47s.; in 1920 it was 60s. 7d. Builders’ 
labourers were on a much higher plane than 
scavengers, as a builder’s labourer had to be 
a handy and a useful man, as well as being 
responsible, The Secretary of the Transport 
Union, with whom he made the labourers’ 
wage agreement, was a member of the Cor- 
poration. The disparity (12s.) between the 
Corporation scavengers’ wages and mere 
ordinary labour was bound to to trouble, 
or to create dissatisfaction. Employers in 
Waterford looked to the Corporation to give 
them a lead in economy. The witness paid 
£3 6s. 8d. a week to carters, out of which 
they had to keep a man and horse. The 
Corporation rate.of £5 a week to carters was 
au absurdity. 

Ferry men’s wages of 55s. 3d. a week was 

excessive, considering that the builder’s 
labourer at a lower rate had to woek far 
more strenuously. The antiquated ferry ser- 
vice by ruw boats cost the city £700 a year. 
That could, and ought to, be r@duced. He 
objected to the Corporation training appren- 
tices and paying them 5s. a week. The 
wages paid by employers to apprentices 
started at 7s. 6d. a week, increasing by 5s. 
a year to SOs. in the fifth year. 
Mr. James Flanagan, C.E., Assistant 
County Surveyor, South Kilkenny, said that 
the wages of County Council road labourers 
were 28s. a week and carters 8s. a day.

AN ENJOYABLE CONCERT. 


At the second annual concert of the Civil 
Service Musical Society, given last night at 
the Metropolitan Hall, Dublin, it was sur- 
Arts to find how much the choir had 
gained in mobility, control of tone, and gene- 
ral artistry, the more so as the choir seems 
less in numbers, Last year the newly-formed 
group was somewhat unwieldy and rough at 
times, despite the effotts of the conductor, 
whereas last night ome heard a choir care- 
fully -balaticed, alert, and impressive. 
Throughout the evening their clear diction— 
most rare of choral attaiiments—-was almost 
without flaw, and even as a feat of memory 
for both the conductor and choir the pro- 
gramme was remarkable. This new choir. is 
a valuable addition to Dublin’s musica] life. 

The programme was opened with Bee- 
thoven's ‘Springtime ’’ (male voices only), 
brightly and intelligently sung with ringing 
tone, in contrast to which the Irish Tradh- 
tional .“ Arranmore ” (for full choir) con- 
tained some delicious mezzo voce effects. 
The exacting and rarely heard composition, 
Max Bruch’s “On Jordan’s Banks,” and 
Gustav Holst’s “I Love Thee” gave much 
scope for massed and graded tone—the care- 
ful phrasing of the latter work was most 
effective. In Cyril Scott’s Lullaby, and the 
romantically beautiful Elgar (for female 
voices only) the pranissimo kept a thrilling 
diction. Another fine soprano touch was the 
pedal note in Stariford’s “ Blue Bird,’’ while 
the diction in ‘‘Quick, we have but a 
Second ” was wonderful at its rapid pace. 
The conductor (Mr. Hubert Rooney, the 
musical director of the Society) made many 
episodes of distinctive beauty, and achieved 
a symmetry of grading and climax in “ The 
Skye Boat Song’’ as arresting as it was 
original. Mr. baine has been guick to 
realise the material he has to hand in this 
choir, and has used it to the útmost, in his 
choice of works and in his enthusiasm and 
sincere approach to his work. 

Miss Kitty Fagan 's ab were all sung 
with a fine sense of musical values, as much 
in the Dvorak “Songs my Mother Taught 
Me” as in the trifles, “When Love is 
Kind.’ and “ The Calico Dress.”” Mr. M. J.

There was a keen and heavy wind from 
the west. It was with the players, more or 
less, on the way out; but it was dead against 
them coming back, and those nine holes on 
the homeward journey ruined many a score, 
which, when the turn was reached, made 
very attractive ‘reading. But the competitors 
could have been under no delusions as to 
what was awaiting them when they teed their 
their balls on the tenth teeing ground; _ if 
they were they were soon dispelled. And 
yet, we did not experience Dollymount at its 
worst, “or anything like it. We have been 
out on this classic links when the wind blew 
with such force that it almost lifted one off 
his feet. It was not quite so bad as that 
yesterday, but it was bad enough. 

A TESTING LINKS. 

Really, the conditions were not so trying 

as to furnish sufficient excuse for all the bad 

played, both in the forenoon and in 
the evening, when the wind died down a 
little. Four of the forty competitors broke 80, 
and that surely was not good going for our 
Irish professionals on a links which many 
of them regarded as an easy course. But 
Dollymount finds the weak spots in one's 
polfing armour when that little wind is 
lowing, which is the delight of the seaside 
golfer and without which golf for the real 
golfer would be a comparatively easy and 
unattractive game. The links of the Roval 
Dublin Club stood the test right well.on the 
first day of the Irish Professional Champion- 


ship. 
HOLLEY’S TASK, 

There is a story told that on one oc- 
¢asion the late Michael Moran prophesied 
that, when he should die, the championship 
would be won by his rival, Pat O'Hare. The 
latter fulfilled that prophecy, and it looks 
as if he is on the high road to winning the 
title again. At the close of an uneventful 
day he was leading the field by two strokes, 
having played the steadiest golf of the two 
rounds. But close on his hacks came William 
Holley, who made a splendid recovery. Half 
a dozen strokes below the leader was D. 
Murray, who likewise in the evening im- 
proved on a morning round of 80, and, 
unless something unlooked for should occur 
in the case of the first three, they should 
have the issue to themselves to-day. But 
Murray has too much to make up, and it 
will, in all probability, be a struggle he- 
tween O'Hare and Holley. They are both 
fine golfers, and, though two strokes may 
not appear to be a big handicap for the 
Castle man to concede, I think that to a 
player of the stamp of the former champion 
it will prove a formidable task. 

In the high wind which prevailed in the 
morning O'Hare played splendid golf, reach- 
ing the turn in By and coming back in 40, 
though he could do no better than a 6 
at the thirteenth. He was always playing 
within himself, and made few, it any, 
mistakes, except that alluded to.. Holley, 
on the other hand, was not getting his 
wooden club shots away to his liking on the 
way home, and, after holing the first nine 
in 55, he took as many as 10 more on the 
way in. For a time it seemed as if Dan 
Mahony would lead the field at the close 
of the round with a capital 78, but he lost 
his place to O'Hare, Still, he did remark- 
ably well to be right at the head of the 
list; with a little luck he might have been 
a few strokes better, though the same thing 
might be said of a good many of the others. 
D. Murray and Tom Gaffney had fair rounds 
of 81 and 80, respectively, and D. Thwaite, 
of Cork, showed in his first, Irish Champion- 
ship that he could play good golf, when he 
went round in 80 on a strange course which 
required some playing. 

HUGH MecNEILL’S 9, 

Faulty work on the greens was responsible 
for most of the poor scores. Thus, Nolan 
got home at the fourteenth in two shots, 

ut took four putts, and he lost a stroke 
previous to that when his ball was blown 
over by the wind on the green; but the 
player who had more than his share of the 
ill-luck on the greens was Sydney Fair- 
weather, the holder of the title.
